It is stated that large quantities of corundum be- 
sides the gem variety are obtained, and that large 
juantities of it are lying on the dumps, of no 
present value until railroad transportation is avil- 
ible. The most important gem yet found was a 
ery deep blue fine gem of over 3% karats. 


CORUNDUM. 
North Carolina. 


New Associations.—In studying the genesis of 
the ruby and the sapphire in recent years, it ha 
been found that corundum, long regarded as 
somewhat rare species and principally confined to 
basic igneous rocks, really occurs quite freely in 

iried associations in syenites, gneisses, and 
chists. Its abundant occurrence in connection 
with nepheline-syenites in Canada has been de- 
cribed in the reports of this survey. 

Dr. J. H. Pratt, who has described the occurrence 


und explained the genesis of corundum in the ig 
neous peridotities and dunites of North Carolina,* 
is now noted its occurrence n gneisses and 
schists in the same State 

[wo of these localities have been described by 
im The first is at the Sheffield mine, in Cowee 
lownshiy Macen County Here corundum has 
een mined for some years in a decomposed (sap- 
litic) rock, and a trial shaft eight feet square 
has recently been sunk to a depth of 87 feet. For 


ulf that distance the decomposed rock continued, 
vith occasional seams or beds rich in corundum. 
The rock then became harder, and another corun- 
liferous layer was met with at from 63 to 66 feet. 
Below this the altered condition began to disap 
pear, and the unchanged rock was reached at 77 
feet The shaft then traversed 10 feet more of 


the solid rock, with two seams of corundum 
nearly as marked as those higher up The feld 
par seams kaolinized above, now appeared as pure 
plagioclase. The hornblend is nearly black. Pink, 
garnet, and some biotite appear fhe structure is

ANCIENT EMERALD MINES 


In the Gé raphical Journal for November, 
1900, an account is given by Mr. D. A. Mac- 
Alister of an expedition to the so-called Cleopa- 
tra’s emerald mines in Upper Egypt [These an- 
cient and long-lost mines, of which there are sev- 
eral groups not far part, are situated in the 
mountain rat t xtends for a long distance 
par t f the Red Sea, the 
pri il loc eing at Jebel Sikait? in north 
ern Etbai, about 15 miles from the Red Sea, and 
nearly on the latitude of Kom Ombo, on the Nile— 
ubout 24° 40’ N rhis mountain rises about 1,800 
feet above sea level, and gives a wide outlook over 
a rugged and desolate region 

The emeralds and beryls occur here in micaceous 
and talcose hydromica schists, which cover a 
large area The rocks of the whole region are 
crystalline ind chiefly metamorphic; the schists 
are several hundred feet in thickness, and lie be 
tween a basil gneiss and a large mass of serpen- 
tine, green and translucent, which forms the 
upper portior f the 1 ntain. According to Mr. 
MacAlister’s tion the southwestern slope of 
Jebel Sikait, for about 800 feet from the Wadi 
Sikait at the ise, is composed of these schists, 
dipping steep! the northeast. Overlying them 
is about 400 feet of serpentine to the crest. All 
the beds have a strike f about N. 60° W.—the 
general course of the ridge. In this 800 feet of 
schists a great number of beds are indicated— 


micaceous, talcose, hornblend, quartzose, etc. Four 
of these beds, at different elevations on the slope 
of the mountain, have been mined for emeralds 
s, though two are 


} 


These beds are all mica 
noted as quartzose and one is partly talcose. The 





whole region bears traces of extensive and long 
continued, but extremely primitive, working. The 
gem-bearing schists were excavated in a sort of 
network of long and tortuous passages, or bur 


rows, just wide enough for a man to crawl 
through. Very little attempt was made to excavat« 
the entire seam anywhere. The sn openings 





would scarcely attract notice, save from the debris 
of gray rock thrown out around them It is sug 
gested that possibly the lack of timber in this 
region for supports to mining galleries may have 
led to the adoption of these narrow passages. At 
Jebel Sikait, alone, Mr. MacAlister’s party made 
their way into or through more than a hundred 
such mines, some of them requiring an hour to 
traverse, and within two hours’ distance there are 
as many as seven or eight other groups of mines 

Differences in the style of working indicate that 
operations were carried on at several distinct 
periods The same impression is given by the 
ruins of what were probably the dwellings of the 
mining population, which present marked differ 
ences—some being well built and others merely 
rude stone huts. Besides these, there are remains 
of watch towers, tombs, and even temples. Of 
the last, three were noted cut from talcose rock 
very primitive in style, but showing an Egyptian 
type modified by Greek influence, and some traces 
of a Greek inscription. Much broken pottery was 
seen, and in some places rude drawings scratched 
on the rocks, representing human and animal fig 
ures, and perhaps tribal symbols, or, as we would 
say, “‘totems.”’ All these would indicate the pres- 
ence of a considerable mining population through 
long and varied periods, in this remote and barren 
region, as in the old turquoise mines at several 
points in our own arid southwest. 

Mr. MacAlister’s party, which was sent out by 
Mr. Edwin W. Streeter, went to Jebel Sikait by a 
long, barren route, across from the Nile, starting 
at Darrow, near Kom Ombo, and traversing a 
series of open wadis, or dry valleys, for over a 
hundred miles, in a course nearly due east. Jebel 
Sikait itself is but 15 miles in a direct line from 
the Red Sea. The article is well illustrated with 
maps, plans, and sections, which add greatly to 
its value The abundance and the size of the 
wadis throughout this section would indicate a 
much greater rainfall in ancient times than is 
found at present or for a long time past. Possibly, 
indeed, the abandonment of the mines may have 
been connected with a climatic change of this 
kind

Protest From European Diamond Cutters 
and Threats of General Strike. 

A Paris, France, cable dispatch to The 
Sun, New York, dated Aug. 31, said: 

“The prolongation of the war in South 
Africa has brought starvation to the di- 
amond cutters. Formerly they earned $30 a 
week, out of which they paid their em- 
ployers less than $1 a day for the imple- 
ments they used and the motive power. 
Now the men are compelled to work in 
such a way that their net earnings hardly 
yield $4 a week. 

“There has been a meeting of the Coun- 
cil of 200 at which 12,000 cutters from Am- 
sterdam and 8,000 cutters from Antwerp 
were represented, and it was unanimously 
decided that a general strike should be in- 
augurated. The cutters who are working 
will be assessed 5 per cent. of their earn- 
ings for the strike fund.”

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Silver Trophies at the Recent Conclave 
of Knights Templars. 


LouisvILLe, Ky., Aug. 31.—The prizes 
for the competitive drill of commanderies 
of Knights Templars at the Triennial Con 
clave, in this city, are fine pieces of work 
of their kind The first prize, which 
is the most handsome ever offered 
at a Triennial Conclave, consists of a 
banquet service of 34 pieces of sterling sil 
ver, from James K. Lemon & Son. The 
centerpiece is so made as to be a perfectly 
proportioned jardiniere when the candel- 
abra are attached, or a perfectly propor- 
tioned punch bowl when they are removed. 
On each of the open-work candle shades is 
etched the Maltese cross, together with the 
lemplar motto, “/n Hoc Signo Vinces.” 
Electricity is used in the candelabra instead 
of candles. The large central loving cup is 
independent of the set and may be removed 
from the bowl when it is not in use as a 
part of the jardiniere. An etched full fig- 
ure of a modern Knight Templar appears 
on one side of this cup, while on the other 
side is the representation of an ancient 
knight. The length of the centerpiece from 
tip to tip is about 40 inches. Attached to 
the punch bowl are 24 heavy silver cups, 
each one resting on a bright Maltese cross. 

The second prize was from Rodg- 
ers & Krull, and consists of a libation set 
of 35 pieces. he central piece in this 
group is a flagon 17 inches tall and six 
inches in diameter, surmounted by a knight's 
helmet. On the sides of the flagon are the 
seal of the Grand Commandery of Kentucky 
and the badges of the two Louisville com- 
manderies. The goblets, 12 in number, are 
six inches tall, beautifully chased and mas 
sive in design . 

The second prize was from _ Rodg- 
piece 13 inches high and 27 inches long. 
It weighs about 300 ounces and is finished 


in French gray. A helmet and Templar 
cross in relief adorn one side and on the 
other is the inscription, “Templar Trien- 


nial Conclave, 1901.” 

[he fourth prize is a loving cup, and is 
one of the most artistic of the designs. It 
has three handles and three crosses where 
the handles are attached to the cup. Be 
tween the handles appear the sea!s of the 
Grand Commandery of Kentucky and the 
two local commanderies. The cup is fin- 
ished partly bright, with the ornaments and 
relief in light gray. 

Che fifth prize was arranged for the com- 
mandery making the best appearance in the 
mounted drill and only one candidate, Cal- 
ifornia, No. 1, entered. The prize consists 
of a large punch bowl. It is made of ster- 
ling silver, finished in rich Butler style. 
The front of the bow! shows a correct pic 
ture of the Masonic Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Home.

ATTLEBORO, Mass., Sept. 1.—Attleboro 
prepared to observe Labor Day, Sept. 2, 
with very elaborate exercises.

HE importations of precious stones and 
pearls into the Port of New York still 
continue to be very large, despite the heavy 
importations of the first six months of the 
year. According to the report of Gen. Geo. 
W. Mindil, Jewelry Examiner at the Pub- 
lic Stores of the Port of New York, the im- 
portations of precious stones and pearls 
during August just past was $1,856,582.16, 
or about 33 per cent. larger than the im 
portations for August, 1900, though not 
as large as those or August, 1897 or 1899. 
\ comparison of the value of the impor 
tations for August during the past five 
years is afforded by the following table:

ERHAPS at no 
time in the year 
do merchants desire 
more a_ reasonable 
forecast of trade conditions than at the 
opening of the month of September. Es 
pecially is this the case with the jewelers, 
for from now on till the close of the year, 
they hope to make up for any deficiencies in 
the volume of business they may have had 
during the earlier part of the year. Pre- 
mising that the prosperity of the jewelry 
industry is undoubtedly based upon that of 
the great staple industries of the nation, 
and that existing conditions of trade form 
some basis for a prediction as to future 
trade, it may be said at once that the Fall 
and Winter season of the jewelers will be 
profitable. We will quote, in support of this 
statement, the following assertions regard- 
ing the State of Trade, from our carefully 
edited contemporary, Bradstreet’s: 

A further improvement in corn-crop advices, con- 
fidence in the early ending of the steel strike, a 
further advance in cotton—due, however, to crop 
deterioration as much as to the better tone of dry 
goods trade advices—and last, but not least, the 
advent of cooler weather, are unitedly responsible 
for a still further enlargement of general trade 
distribution at nearly all markets and a perceptibly 
better and more cheerful tone of business gen- 
erally. Specially good reports come from such cen- 
ters as Chicago, which reports a very heavy busi- 
ness in dry goods, clothing and shoes; from St. 
Louis, which advises of unusual activity among 
jobbers and the dry goods trade in August beyond 
expectation; from Kansas City, which reports that 
jobbers have all they can do to handle business of- 
fering, and from Omaha, which reports August 
trade larger than last year. Those dispatches are 
apparently only corroborative of results obtained 
from a_ special investigation by Bradstreet’s 
throughout the entire corn-growing section. West- 
ern trade advices, while good, are not alone in this 
respect, however. From the north Pacific coast 
come advices of good or improving trade and col- 
lections, and even at San Francisco, although the 
strike hampers trade, a good country demand is 
noted. 

Further along in the elaborate review, we 
learn that in the east the features are the 
heavy demand for wool, at firm prices, and 
“in the jewelry trade a two months’ dulness 
is giving place to some activity;” that the 
strength of cotton is the feature of staple 
prices; that the air of patient serenity with

ANSWER :—An answer to a similar ques- 


tion was published in THE CircuLAR-WEEK- 


Ly, Sept. 15, 1899. We reproduce it as fol- 
lows: “To reproduce the French gray color 
on silver, take aqua-regia, composed of three 
parts hydrochloric acid to one part nitric 


acid. Clean the article thoroughly and 
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place it in the aqua-regia until it turns 
black. Ifa deep color is wanted, allow the 
article to remain in the acid until it is very 
black. In either case the article is taken 
out of the water, rinsed in hot water, and, ii 
hollow, it should be washed or allowed to 
lie in a strong solution of washing soda 
and water, to remove the acid. After this 
is done, take a stiff brush and scrub the 
article with bicarbonate of soda until the 
French gray appears. In some cases the 
color will appear very quickly, while in 
others it requires a little more brushing.

With the eyes corrected at an early date, 
the minus make accommodation, as 
well as convergence, necessary for the read- 
ing distance, or harmonize the two mus- 
cular functions of convergence and accom- 
modation.

when young, but as they grow older and keep 
their eyes confined to close work, with the head 
dewn, a number of them become myopic. Is not 
this sufficient evidence that the occupation more 
than anything else is the direct cause of the re- 
fiactive error? 

The ciliary muscles are sphincter muscles. 
There are but a few sphincter muscles in the body, 
but where they exist they generally cause a 
gieat deal of trouble. In other parts of the body 
physicians relax them by surgical operations. The 
tendency of all of the sphincter muscles is con- 
traction and spasmodic action; you would natur- 
ally suppose, therefore, who are

occupied with close work a large part of the day, 
the ciliary muscle of the eye would become con- 
tracted and refuse to relax when they look up 
frcm the near point. For this reason hyperme- 
tropia often simulates myopia in a low degree when 
the test is made at 20 feet and concave lenses are 
often prescribed. If the patient who gets them 
still continues his former occupation, these con- 
cave lenses require a still greater contraction on 
the part of the ciliary. This sphincter muscle 
continues to contract and to become spasmodic in 
its action until the hypermetropia becomes per- 
manent myopia. Of course the oculist has a great 
advantage in the use of atropine to discover 
whether the muscle is temporarily contracted or 
whether it is a real case of myopia. 

The optician, therefore, must take very care- 
ful consideration of the occupation of his patient 
before prescribing a pair of concave lenses and use 
all mechanical methods known for the purpose of 
relaxing the ciliary muscle 

Astigmatism is largely affected by the occupa- 
tion; in fact, I feel positive that a great many 
cases of astigmatism are entirely due to confining 
the eyes to the near point, because the motor mus- 
cles become contracted, thus changing the shape 


of the cornea. You have all had cases of astig- 
matism which would increase yearly; that is, your 
patient would, on first coming to you, accept a 
weak cylinder, but each succeeding year accept a 


stronger one 

I once had a patient, an electrical engineer, 
who was doing a great deal of studying in the 
evening; I made an examination of his eyes and 
found astigmatism plus 0.75 axis 90.

I wish to warn you against the method of 
using strong prisms for the purpose of disassociat- 
ing the motor an extremely 
hazardous method and hard on the nervous 
patient. There are a great many cases on record 
where the use of these strong prisms have caused 
nausea and vomiting No one should be rash 
about prescribing prisms 

We should always have some sure and accur- 
ate way of testing the motor 
can tell without fail whether a muscle is really 
insufhcient or whether it is simply a temporary 
lack of balance due to a spasmodic action of the 
muscle If we find it is a temporary 
condition, this temporary condition can often be 
relieved in a short time by exercise of the muscle 
with prisms, but if we find it is a real insuffi- 
ciency, the exercise of this weak muscle will be 
without result. A prescribed for a real 
insufficiency never fails to give great relief; espe- 
cially is thus true in hyperphoria. A pair of weak 
prisms will often relieve the nervous system suf- 
ficiently even if there is a high degree of hetero- 
phoria, but on the other hand a low degree of 
heterophoria which causes trouble sometimes has 
to be corrected to the full amount. In prescrib- 
ing glasses it is not sufficient to simply measure 
the eye and the error in refraction as a tailor 
takes measurements for a suit of clothes. We 
mvust make a careful study of the patient, his hab- 
its and occupation and how this occupation affects 
the nerves and muscles of the eye. 

If you study the error in refraction with this 
in mind, a great many difficult cases on which 
you have spent hours and prescribed two or 
three pairs of glasses will at once become clear 
to you and you will prescribe a pair that will 
without fail give satisfaction.

Influence of the 
Escapement on the 
Cylinder 


and 
escapements, 


HE proportions dimensions of 
cylinder Alfred 
Pfister in the Journal Suisse d’Horlogerie, 
have been often studied; but as cylinder 
watches are still made in large quantities, 
especially small sizes, it will not be useless 
to notice a defect which has been the de- 
spair of many conscientious watchmakers. 
When a certain proportion between the 
diameter oi the ‘scape wheel and that of 
the balance is becomes im- 
possible to adjust the cylinder watch. This 
may be explained in a few words. If, ina 
steam horse power, a fly 
wheel calculated for an engine of 10 horse 
power is placed, it is evident that the fly 
wheel will not perform the office of gover- 
nor. Its slight inertia does not allow of 
regulating the variations of speed. <A 
similar thing occurs in a watch. When the 
balance is too small, as compared with the 
escapement, it cannot be suitably regulated. 
It is admitted that the cylinder escape- 
ment wheel ought to have an average 
diameter corresponding to about 0.55 of 
the diameter of the balance. If the balance 
is represented by 100, the escapement wheel 
ought to be represented by 55. In no case 
ought it to exceed 0.60. The disproportion 
existing between the balance and the es- 
capement exclusively in 
small timepieces of the size of 9 or 10 
lignes. This defect is the direct result of the 
inconsiderate lowering of price, necessi- 
tated by excessive competition. The Gen-

The dimensions adopted in cylinder es- 
capements are those of the Paris gauge, 
employed by most of the material dealers 
The price varies according to the following 
scale: For 16 lignes and above, the price 
is uniform; from 13 to 15 the price is uni- 
form; below 13 the price varies’ for each 
size, and between two successive sizes the 
difference is considerable 

Some years ago, an establishment, in- 
cited by the desire of distancing its com- 
petitors, conceived the idea of employing 
for pieces of 11 and 12 lignes sizes of 13 
lignes. The saving was a few francs per 
gross; the same with the uprighting, pivot 
ing, etc. The total saving reached nearly 
one franc per timepiece. In the present 
state of the market, in which low prices 
are a prime consideration with the cus- 
tomer, it is evident that there is a tempta- 


tion to follow this course. The reverse 
is to be met with in the adjustment 
of these watches. It has been found 


impossible to obtain an adjustment from 
the flat to the hanging position and give 
satisfaction. A means employed is that of 
modifying the equilibrium of the balance, 
This is not to be recommended; for it dis- 
places one defect for another, and in any 
other position than hanging, the variations 
are very great. On the other hand, the 
considerable time required cannot be de 
voted to low priced watches. Some manu 
facturers content themselves with adjusting 
their timepieces for a single position, with 
out disturbing themselves about the others. 

In ordinary watches the size of 13 lignes 
is employed for pieces of 11 and 12 lignes, 
and the size of 12 lignes for the pieces of 
10 lignes. An attempt has even been made 
for a difference of three lignes between the 
escapement and the balance; that is, the 
size of 13 lignes has been employed in 
pieces of 10 lignes; but the results have 
been so unfavorable that this has been en- 
abandoned. Many watchmakers 
allow a difference of more than

Interchangeable Escapement for Watches. 


HE escapement constitutes in every 

watch the most sensitive part, whica, 
in the manufacture as well as in repairing, 
presents most difficulties, requires the most 
careful treatment and the most accurate 
knowledge, the widest experience and the

greatest skill of the watchmaker, says Lud- 


wig Schiff, in the Allgemeine Uhrmacher 
Zeitung. 

The escapements of watches were here- 
tofore constructed either by fixing their 
different parts to the work by separate 
cocks or else the parts of the escapement 
were mounted between the same frame 
plates with the remaining wheel work. In 
the manufacture of the former construction 
the difficulty must be dealt with that the 
parts of the escapement have to be set in 
singly, to be tested in pairs and to be 
separately finished and examined. In the 
second construction with a common upper 
plate for the escapement parts and the 
wheel work the difficulties are still in 
creased by the circumstance that the taking 
apart of the escapement, necessary during 
the finishing, requires the taking down of 
the whole work. Besides, the escapement 
can only be viewed laterally and is visible 
from above only through small openings. 

In consequence of the delicateness of the 
escapement these part are most liable to 
injuries. Most repairs of watches are ne- 
cessitated by injuries to the escapement or 
its different parts. 

ln repairing escapements the above men 
tioned drawbacks make themselves felt still 
more sensibly. The proper repairing of 
the escapement of a watch is a difficult 
task. Besides, the work is so laborious and 
tedious that it can only be performed at 
a price which the owner of a watch is rarely 
willing to pay. 

The present invention obviates all these 
evils in the manufacture, as well as in the 
repairing. The innovation consists in that 
all the parts of the escapement are enclosed 
between two special plates, so that the 
escapement can be made, finished and regu- 
lated outside of the watch and inserted and 
screwed in the work in a finished con- 
dition. 

The following advantages are obtained 
thereby: In the manufacture, the delicate 
parts of the escapement are separated from 
the coarser ones of the train. In conse-
